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Boro Elects 3 To Council; 
WalzerLosesSquireFight 

Former Magistrate, However, Wins Demo- 
cratic Nomination; School Directors 
Elected Without Opposition 

Narberth voters settled their election dispute last Tuesday 
by nominating Otto B. Duer and Louis Jenkins as Republican 
candidates for Justice of the Peace in a three-way contest. 

Fred Walzer, colorful character and former magistrate for 
22 years, was defeated. 



Jenkins was high man, receiving 
819 votes as the total of the three 
election districticts; Duer followed 
with 753 and Walzer received 517. 

The magistrate term is for six 
years. Both Duer and Jenkins hold 
office by appointment to fill vacan- 
cies. 

While the Republicans were mak- 
ing- their selections, the Democrats, 
who were without candidates for 
local offices, expressed their fran- 
chise with write-ins for the three 
magistrate candidates. On the basis 
of these write-ins, Walzer won the 
Democratic nomination. The Dem- 
ocratic vote was 53 for Walzer, 36 
for Jenkins and 33 for iDuer. This 
was interesting because during the 
campaign Duer charged Walzer 
with serving time as a registered 
Democrat and Walzer retaliated by 
pointing out that Duer also served 
Ave years of his life as a registered 
Democrat. 

The magistrate vote by district 
was as follows: 

First District: Walzer, 189; Duer, 
269; Jenkins, 282. 

Second District: Walzer, 239; 
Duer, 312; Jenkins. 359. 

Third District: Walzer, 89; Duer, 
172; Jenkins, 178. 

Republican electors also nomi- 
nated three candidates for the Bor- 
ough Council, two school directors 
and an auditor. They were all un- 
opposed and their Republican nom- 
ination is considered tantamount to 
election in November. 

The Council vote was 1022 for 
William P. Davis, 1019 for Frank- 
lin C. Hutchinson and 1014 for 
Robert M. Cameron. Cameron will 
be a new member of the Council 
and the other two are re-elections. 

The Rev. Cletus Senft was elect- 
ed for a two-year term on the 
School Board and Walter Steckbeck 
and Mrs. Lulu McCartney for a six- 
year term. 

F. Richard Gifford was nominated 
as auditor.

Wallace submitted the following 
bids: 

To remove the garbage for one 
year, $2995; for two years, $5950; 
for three years, $8835. 

The other bidder was W. Blo- 
sonskl, near Newtown Square. Blo- 
senski bid $4780 for one year or 
$17,000 for three years. 

For the last three years it cost 
the Borough only $5328 to have the 
garbage removed. Councilmen an- 
ticipated the increase because of 
difficulties in obtaining help and 
higher transportation costs.

Complete modernization of U. S.

Unnecessary Political Presumption 

Most post-election comments are sour grapes, but occa- 
sionally there comes a time when taking stock of our political 
behavior may pave the way to cleaner politics. 

Two incidents, promoted by the campaign committees 
working for the nomination of Otto B. Duer and Louis Jenkins 
for Justices of the Peace, smack of political trickery. Also, un- 
fortunate was the fact, that they not only involved their own 
names but they dragged into their campaigns their local news- 
paper, "Our Town" and the Republican Organization of Mont- 
gomery County. Both the newspaper and the Organization were 
attempting to hew to a neutral news line in the campaign in 
which Fred Walzer, the third candidate, suffered defeat. 

The first incident was the distribution of a mimeographed 
sheet on the eve of election in which a partisan article attacking 
Walzer and his campaign manager was quoted. At the head of 
the article was this statement: 

"The following editorial appears in the September 9th issue 
of your local newspaper, 'Our Town.' " 

The article did appear in the newspaper but was included 
in a column called the "Grist Mill" which expresses the opinions 
of an individual writer and not the editorial opinion of the news- 
paper. Legally interpreted, the Duer-Jenkins committee's action 
in this might be considered libel. 

The political effrontery against the Republican Organiza- 
tion, which was endeavoring to remain neutral, as it always 
attempts to do in hotly contested local elections, was to distribute 
Organization ballots on which the names of Duer and Jenkins 
were marked along with the other endorsed contestants for 
county offices. 

The most astute leaders may anticipate that elements of 
organization and anti-organization effort will creep into caml- 
paigns where strict neutrality is desired, but they do not look 
forward to having official Organization marked ballots em- 
ployed in such campaigns. 

This is a violation of the political principal laid down by 
the Organization at the beginning of the campaign and the inci- 
dent is a reflection on their good intentions. 

More tragic is the fact that the Duer and Jenkins vote 
indicated that the employment of these tactics was unnecessary.

Washington, D. C. — State and na- 
tional governmental agencies, farm 
groups, civic and commercial or- 
ganizations and the American Red 
Cross have focused their attention 
on the widespread need of safety 
campaigns to lessen the constant 
drain on the nation's manpower 
due to negligence which is 1942 
caused the death of more than 18,- 
000 persons on farms and in farm 
homes and. Injured another 226,- 
000 — badly but not fatally. 

According to the 1942 figures, 
approximately 4,400 of the 18,000 
farm dead were due directly to oc- 
cupational agriculture. A large 
portion also was burned to death 
In farm fires many of which de- 
stroyed homes and barns. 

Reliable state surveys reveal that 
machinery and animals are ac- 
countable for the greatest number 
of fatal farm accidents, machinery 
leading with 29 per cent and ani- 
mals being the cause of 26 per 
cent. Other common farm deaths 
are caused by falls — 10 per cent; 
excessive heat — 9 per cent; light- 
ning — 6 per cent; burns and ex- 
plosions — 4per cent, and falling 
trees — 4per cent. 

Electricity has come to the farm 
in increasing quantities in the past 
few years, escpeclally under the 
government electrification program. 
It has been a great help, and at 
the same time created new farm 
dangers. 
The 1942 report on accidents 
shows that more than 28,000 per- 
sons were killed in motor traffic 
accidents and more than 1,000,000 
Injured. Two-thirds of these acci- 
dents occurred on rural highways. 
Farm people had a big share in 
them. Walking on highways after 
dark Is one of the great dangers In 
rural America. 

The American Red Cross Home 
and Farm Accident Prevention 
program provides instruction for 
farmers, farm workers and farm 
families In safe practice of handl- 
ing machinery, livestock and other 
sources of accidents which have 
caused appalling numbers of deaths 
and Injuries on farms each year. 
Rural Red Cross Chapters and 
branches have enlisted the aid and 
co-operatnon of country farm 
agents, home demonstration agents 
schools and local farm' group or- 
ganizations to bring accident pre- 
vention courses to farm residents. 
Importance of safety campaigns is 
stressed by national farm groups 
and agencies to their state and lo- 
cal group. 

Campaigns are conducted to 
show the danger spots on farms and 
simple steps which can be taken to 
eliminate many of the minor causes 
of major accidents. Farmers are 
urged to place "no smoking" signs 
in barns and other buildings, just 
as industry has done; to make reg- 
ular check-up o nladders, steps and 
farm equipment not in use to safe- 
guard against accidents. Care In 
the handling of electrical pieces 
and wiring is urged. Courses cau- 
tion the owner and the "hired- 
hand" to handle livestock with 
great care, pointing out that due to 
the Idlosyncracies or peculiarities 
of animals, they always constitute 
a danger. This Is especially true 
in so far as boars, rams stallions, 
jacks bulls and any animals with 
young are concerned.

RATION REMINDER 

GASOLINE! — In 17 states of eastern shortage area A-6 coupons are 
now good. In states outside the eastern shortage area A-7 coupons are 
good through September 21. 

FUEL OIL — Period 5 coupons in old rations remain good through 
September 80. Period 1 coupons in new rations are good through 
December. 

SUGAR — Stamp No. 14 good for 5 pounds through October. Stamps 
Nos. IB and 16 good for 6 pounds each for home canning through 
October SI. 

SHOES — Stamp No. 18 good for one pair through October 31. 

STOVES — Consumer purchases of rationed stoves must be made 
■with certificates obtained at local War Price and Rationing Boards. 

MEATS. FATS — Red stamps X, Y and Z good through October 2. 
Brown stamp A remains good through October 2. Brown stamp B 
becomes good September 19. and remains good through October 2. 

PROCESSED FOODS — Blue stamps R, S and T expire September 20. 
V, V and W. now good, expire October 20. 

HOME-CANNED FOODS 

The point value of home-canned foods shall be the same as that 
of the corresponding commercial product, except that no home-canned 
food shall have a point value of more than eight points per quart or 
four points per pound. This was announced in a recent OPA amendment. 

GOODS FOR CIVILIANS 

Civilians will soon get more cooking utensils, lamps, lanterns, bed 
springs, innerspring mattresses, non-electric razors, razor blades, plated 
silverware, brushes, nails, tacks, boilers, radiators, furnaces, screen 
cloth, and other kitchen and household articles as a result of a recent 
WPB directive, which reserved a portion of the production of approxi- 
mately 30 types of products for civilian use. The directive prohibits 
government agencies from buying goods set aside for civilians. 

COAL PILES SMALLER 

The amount of coal held in storage by consumers diminished 
312,000 tons during July, Harold L. Ickes, solid fuels administrator, 
reported recently, "We have less coal in storage now than we had a 
month ago," the administrator said. "The limitations on production 
make it uncertain to what extent output can be increased. Consequently 
it would be wise to conserve coal by all possible means so that there 
will be enough of it to carry on all essential activities and to keep the 
public warm." 

HOME-CANNING OF FISH 

Surplus fish can be canned at home just as vegetables from the 
"Victory garden are canned. The following bulletins on cooking and 
canning of fish may be obtained from the Publications Office, Fish and 
Wildlife Service, Merchaidise Mart, Chicago, 111.: "Home Preservation 
of Fishery Products," Fishery Leaflet 18; "Cooking Carp," Fishery 
Leaflet 19, and "How to Cook the Bourbot." Fishery Leaflet 21. "War- 
time Fish Cookery," Conservation Bulletin 27, may be obtained from 
the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

GUN COVERS PROTECT BIBLES 

Bibles which are placed on every life raft and life boat on Army 
transport vessels are being protected from the effects of salt water by 
the same type of cover that protects pistols, rifles, and machine guns 
in landing operations. Curiously enough, the covers used for pistols are 
of exactly the right size for copies of the Bible, and have been adopted 
by the Chaplains Corps as a standard protective covering for them. The 
covers were developed by the Quartermaster Corps from a pliable, trans- 
parent, waterproof film known as vinyk. They are buoyant enough to 
float the Bibles if they are accidentally dropped overboard or washed 
out of the rafts in heavy seas. 

SOLDIERS OVERSEAS MAY BUY GIFTS 

Soldiers overseas may order Christmas presents for their families 
and friends at home. A catalog of Christmas gift suggestions, Prepared 
bv the Army Exchange Service, has been sent to overseas units with 
instructions on how gifts may be ordered. The catalog lists several 
hundred gifts for men, women and children— all of them items for 
which soldiers have shown a marked interest in previous selections of 
gifts.

$15,000,000,000 goal 

If every man, woman, child and 
new-born babe bought an extra 
3100 war bond this month, the 
treasury would fall a little short 
of the astronomical goal it has set 
for the Third War Loan drive. 

In a period of less than one 
month the government hopes to 
sell $1*5,000,000,000 worth of war 
bonds — and since banks are not in- 
cluded among those who can make 
purchases in this drive, its success 
will depend on the willingness of 
all of us to dig deep into our pock- 
ets and buy at least a $100 bond 
for each member of the family. 

Since the great majority of the 
people in this country have been 
buying war bonds regularly, a lot 
of us are apt to feel that we are 
doing all we can do now. But ac- 
tually, there are few people in 
this country who are making real 
sacrifices to buy war bonds. We 
have out our spending somewhat 
In order to invest a smal portion 
of our income in the financing of 
tho war, but it is evident from 
the way money is still being spent 
on luxuries of all kinds, that bonds 
are being bought mostly with* sur- 
plus cash rather than with money 
which we think we need for our 
comforts. 

It is always interesting to see 
how most people when faced with 
an emergency, such as an accident 
involving heavy doctor's bills, are 
somehow able by major sacrifices, 
to get hold of hundreds of dollars 
which, under ordinary conditions, 
they would think it was impossible 
to raise. Well — this is a similar 
emergency on a national scale and 
we must show the same disregard 
for norml spendng habits as we 
would if the emergency Involved a 
member of our own family. 
MORALE importance 

There are several good reasons 
why this September goal must be 
reached. 

One reason is: with the govern- 
ment spending money for war 
equipment at the rate of $300,000,- 
000 a day, it is vitally important 
that huge sums of money be pour- 
ed Into the treasury as long as the 
war lasts. 

Secondly_ the danger of Inflation 
— of prices soaring sky high — is be- 
coming greater and greater and 
can only be curbed by the people 
putting a large portion of their

Organization Republicans in 
Lower Merion- Township and Nar- 
berth Borough turned in one of the 
most consistent votes in the Coun- 
ty. The Peters ticket carried every 
one of the 19 township and three 
borough voting precincts. 

The Organization's ticket had its 
narrowest squeak in tho Haver- 
ford District where both the com- 
mitteeman, Ford Hansell, and the 
committeewoman, Mrs. John Y. 
Huber, political associate of Hoff- 
man, worked against the regular 
slate. Mrs. Huber, who is chair- 
man of the Lower Merion-Nar- 
berth Council of Republican Wom- 
en only managed to give a ma- 
jority to one of the candidates on 
the Hoffman independent slate. 
This was in the treasurer contest 
where she gave the party insurg- 
ent, Warren Cornell, 124 votes to 
107 cast for Edwin Winner, run- 
ning on the Organization ticket. 

Throughout the County the mar- 
gin for the Organization's ticket 
ran about three to one. 

The Organization's campaign 
was managed by Russell E. Craw- 
ford, West Norristown Township 
commissioner and a manufacturer, 
who was chairman of the primary 
committee. From the start he in- 
sisted that the Organization candi- 
dates refrain from personalities 
and let the other fellows do the 
mud slinging.

Jitterbug Petition Raises 
Issue of Youth Recreation 



A petition to close a jitter-bug 
dance hall in Ardmore launched 
Lower Merion Commissioners Wed- 
nesday night on a study of the rec- 
reation needs of young people, es- 
pecially members of the armed 
forces who are home for a few 
days leave. 

Three pastors presented the pe- 
tition to close the dance hall on 
the southwest corner of Spring 
Ave. and Simpson Rd., where, they 
claimed the morals of their youth 
were being endangered. 

They said the jltterbugging went 
to the extreme and was suggestive 
in certain forms. Principally, they 
objected to "blackout" dances to 
soft, beating music and dim lights. 

The petition was presented by 
the Rev. L. Pottinger, Bethel A. M. 

E. Church; the Rev. J. J. Banks, 
Zion Baptist Church; and the Rev. 

F. M. Hedgman, Mt. Calvary Bap- 
tist Church. 

Following the public hearing, 
commissioners said they had re- 
ceived numerous complaints that 
the recreational facilities of Ard- 
more and other Lower Merion 
Communities were inadequate. Re^ 
turning soldiers had no places to 
go because many of their former 
hang- outs were either closing early 
or were inaccessible because of 
gasoline rationing. 

Proprietor of the dance hall is 
Andrew Sellers, who told commis- 
sioners he opened it as a head- 
quarters for the Ardmore Athletic 
Association. Sellers said they had 
a ping-pong table but the boys and 
girls folded it up and put it away 
when someone dropped a nickel In 
the juke box. He said no drinks 
were sold at the place. 

The Rev. Hedgman recently 



preached a sermon on the evils of 
the Spring Ave. dance hall: 

"If I were a resident of the Town- 
ship and the Community I could 
have got out a petition to close it 
long ago and I know that all the 
right thinking people of the com- 
munity, both white and colored, 
would have gladly signed it. For 
some of the best people in Ard- 
more live in the community and 
regard the place as a disgrace, not 
only to the community, but to the 
whole township and even the Main 
Line, and they are anxious to have 
it closed." 

The pastor added: 

"If anybody here gets offended 
at what I shall say this morning 
and gets up to walk out, I am ask- 
ing our organist to play Chopin's 
"Funeral March" as he or she goes 
out." 

Commissioners told the delega- 
tion presenting the petition that 
they wanted time to study the prob- 
lem.
